When 
journeymen tailors, in this country got 
good Tages, as they do urdcr protective 
tariff, profoKSors have to pay more for 
their broad-cloth suits, except they go to 
England and buy them, as Professor Per- 
ry did, and they always begrudge the 
tailor his good wages, as they have no 
sympathy with tho labor of their own 
country. . Like one 
professor, in this 


state, who said about a year ago: "I do 
not know of anything that I would rath- 
er see permanently unloaded in this 
country than cheap goons." Precisely 
tho language used by a member of 
the Cobden club a short time before. 
Oh! how delightful it is to see brethren 
dwell in unity? 


Now as to tho prices paid for making 


gsntlemen's clothing in .Enropo and in 
this oountry, About six Tceoks since, I 
was in Madison, and invited to go into 
Mr, Klauber's clothing store to chat with 
Mr. K. who, it was allegod.waa inclined to 
free trade. I found Mr. K. was not a 
free trader, and never mot any gentle- 
man more courteous m argument, nor 
v,ss I ever moro impressed with anyone's 
sincerity than with Mr. K'c. Ko was of 
tho opinion that the tariff might be 
ohangud for tbo better, but was strongly 
in favor of good wages to workingmen. 
I remarked that all there was of the tariff, 
generally Bpeakingj.was tbe difference in 
the wages paid mechanics and laborers 
in this country-End in .Enrope, and cited 
journeymen tailors, the wages of whom, 
wore double in this country to what they 
wero in Europe. 
Mr. Klaubor's clerk 


interposed, saying that they paid just as 
much for making first class Ktirruents i:i 
their store as-they did in Europe. I said 
if that was true, I had often stated false. 
hoods npon the rostrum," as 1 had always 
said, first class lonrnoymen tailors were 
paid moro than double, often three and 
oven tear times as much, for making 
coats etc., in 
this 
country 
as 
in 


Europe. 
This the 
clerk 
denied- 


I asked him what they paid for making a 
;entleman's- first-class dress coat. He 
answered, "nine dollars." I said: "I do 
not behove they pay anything like half 
that amount in E uropo for making the 
same garment." He became quite angry, 
stating they had a journeyman tailor 
just over from Europe working lip-stairs 
find he would show mo that I was wrong. 
Up-stairs we want, where two tailors 
were at work. The question was put to 
the one just over, and his reply was, 


from two end a quarter to two and a 


half dollars." "Well.eaid J,".the witness 
is yours,"— this occurring in tho presence 
ot witnesses. 


I next enquired ot Mr. Magie and his 


cutter, Mr, Birmingham, in Milwaukee, 
what they paid tor making dress eoate, 
tho best, and they told' me, "from ten lo 
ttcelte, and, for JVc'WMflriet coals, sixteen 
dollart, and if any alteration had to bo 
made, they paid extra."
